WASHINGTON. 
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Proposed Reduction of Sixty- 
Eight Millions in Inter- 
nal Taxes. 
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Taxes to be Reduced—**Peruvian” Ship- 
herd to be Examiaed—Congressional 
—Committees—Political News. 


Peruvian Shipherd Before the Committee. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—This morning Jacob 
R. Shipherd, accompanied by his wife, ap- 
deared at the rooms of the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, investigating the Peruvian 
affair, and was sworn. 

The chairman inguired in relation to the 
four missing letters, and asked if he wrote 
sach letters (describing them as indexed at 
the State Department). 

Answer—It is my recollection I did. 

Witness stated he had expected to prepare 
copies of the letters slluded to, but was unable 
to complete them before leaving New York. 
He had copies of the missing letters in his 
ietter book, and of all letters sent and re- 
ceived, end could prepare the (Ilet- 
ters, but as some of the letters were 
quite lengthy and he would naturally wish to 


look over and compare the copies he might 
have made, he would require some further 
time. Thechairman made several inguiries 
in relation to the letters, and asked if his 
subposna did not require him to produce his 
boOKs and papers. 

Shepherd replied, ‘‘I was not aware of it. ’’ 

Witness produced the subpcenaand read 
fromit. Itrequired him to produce copies of ali 
letters written by him to Secretary Blaine under 
specified dates;; copies of a)! lette written 
to Secretary Evarts and James G. Plaine be- 
tween Juve 1, 1878, and February 1, 1882; also 
copies of letters written to any Munister, 
Consul or officialof the United States refer- 
ring to the aftairs of Peru, Bolivia or Chili or 
any matters or property or business in which 
he was interested in these States; aso all let- 
ters received by him from either the Secretary 
of State or from any Mini-ter, Consul or other 
United States officiel. Sbipherd stated as he 
understood the subpcenait would take his 
secretary at least two weeks to make copies of 
ull the correspondence called for. 

Rice suggested the delay might be avoided 
by Shipberd sending for his letter books 
and producing them before the committee. 

Shipherd replied the books contained a 
variety of private letters and he did not wish 
they shouldrun the risk of transportation. 
He had no doubt, however, they could be for- 
warded on an order to bis secretary. He de- 
sired to know the construction which he 
should place on the words in the subpena 
‘fother officiais of the United States.’’ OCon- 
ceivablv there might be correspondence with 
nm ombers of Congress aud other parties and he 
was not quite clear whether tne subpmna 
was intendeaj to coverthat. He further wishb- 
ed to know whether the intent was to call tor 
all correspondence which might bave passed 
between him and persons connected with the 
Government or to limit it to  cor- 
respondence touching Chili and Pern, 
and finally whether, if the latter only, the 
eornmittee desired all such correspondence or 
only such as referred to the possibile official ac- 
tion of officials with whom he had correspond- 
ed. 
bir. Rice replied thatit was the intention of 
the committee that Shipherd should produce 
all the letters which he had received from that 
somewhat broad class of persons known as 
United States officials, as well as all parties 
connected with the state Department or other 
departments of the Government. 

The committee then went into secret session 
(Shipherd and his wife remaining inthe room) 
to determine whether the witness should he 
permitted to retuin to New York personally te 
superintend the copying of the corresponad- 
ence called for, or whether an order shouid 
be issued cirecting the letter-books to be for- 
wardedto Washington. 
| The committee in secret session adopted an 
order to the effect that Shipherd be required 
to furnish the committee copies of all corres- 
pondence addressed to any United States Min- 
ister or Officials of the State Department 
toucbing the subject matter of the inquiry; 
also allletters addressed to witness by such 
officers and relating thereto, and all corre- 
spondence and copies of correspondence pass- 
ing between the aforesaid which will thow 
light on the subject matter of the inquiry; 
aiso all other correspondence and copies 
of correspondence in posses- 
sion which may tend te show 
any relation of such officers to the business 
transactions referredito in the resolution of the 
House under which the investigation is bein 
made. Further mvestigation was postponed 
until Saturday. Mr. Sbipherd will return to 
New York this afternoon to arrange his papers 
a) gga with the decision of the com- 
mittec. 


Rather Suspicious,

TAX REDUCTIONS. 
The sub-committee of the House Committee 
on Ways and Means in charge of changes in 
the internal revenue laws has agreed to report 
a bill to the full committee to morrow recom- 
mending the following internal revenue tax 
reductions, etc.: On whisky, from 90 to 50 
cents per gallon; malt liquors, 92% to 
60 cents per Darrel; tobacco,’ snovff, 
etc., 16 to 10 cents per pound; 
cigars $6 to $4 per 1,000; cigarettes from $1 75 to 
60c per 1,000; also a reduction of about 50 per 
cent of the special taxes now imposed upon 
dealers in the above mentione articles. 
The report will also recommend the 
repeal of all laws. which impuse taxes 
on capital and deposits of bank checks, 
matches, proprietary stamps on medicines, 
cosmetics, perfumery, etc. It is estimated the 
proposed reductions based upon internal rev- 
enue callectious last year will amount in ronnd 
numbers to about sixty-eight million dollars.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—The testi- 
mony of Gen. Sturgis, the military Governor 
of the Soldiers’ Home, before the Senate In- 
vestigating Committee is made public to-day.

The Wheat Situation From an Eng- 
lish Standpoint. 
cosiisceeaiiiaieniaaaal 
Chicago Honor—The Forlorn Hope—A 
Disregarded Rule—Notes, 


The London Mark Lane Express of February 
27 says: ‘‘The mild weather and abundance 
of vegetables have materially lessened the con- 
Sumptive demand; harvest prospects are 
good at home and abroad, and the available 
supply between now and harvest is known to 
be more than suflicient to meet the require- 
ments of the second half of the cereal year, 
which will commence on Wednesday. The 
cOllapse of the speculative movementin the 
Easterh markets of the United States is plainly 
due to the position of tne consumptive trade 
in Western Europe. Speculators in New York 
and Chicago appear to have acted on the be- 
lief that pricesin the largest consumptive 
wheat maiket in the worid would be ruled by 
the value they chose to put upon the exporta- 
ble surplus of that portion of the Uhited 
States which lies east of the Rocky Mountains; 


but in this they were mistaken. 
That surplus was smaller than the sur- 
pluses of the two prececing years, its 


quality is indifferent, and it has been held un- 
tilitis not wanted in Europe. Ample sup- 


es are being shipped to our markets from 
California, which, with Oregon, must be con- 
sidered as being, from a grain trade stand- 
point of view, as distinct from the remaining 
portion of the United States as Chili-is trom 
India or Russia—also from India, Chili, Rus- 
sia, and the Australian trade is just commenc- 
ing. Itis clearthatthe dribbling exportation 
of wheat from Atlantic ports may cease alto- 
getber from now forward without materially 
affecting our markets. All the wheat that may 
come from Atlantic ports of the United States 
to England between now and the close of the 
cereal year will be likely to prove in excess of 
our requirements, whilst their large ship- 


ments of flour, if continued, will assuredly 
further depress the trade.’’ 
CHICAGO SPECULATIVE HONOR, 


It is amusing to see the high moral stand the 
Chicago papers take when their grain marketis 
denounced by outside papers for being what 
it really is—a gambling center. They also 
speak with pride of the honor of their specu- 
lators, whorefuse to go back on their con- 
tracts, notwishstanding ‘‘corners’’ and specu- 
lative manipulation where the market price 
is inflated far above its legitimate worth. 
This ‘‘honor’’ ot the Chicago speculators is 
about the same as that shown by the un- 
fortunate who has been playing his money in 
against a brace game, and who retuses to 
squeal On account of the exposure it would 
leud to.

—Other News Items.

The Circuit Court opened this morning with 
a motion tor a new trial in the Shortland case. 
The notorious Bud Hammond was yesterday 
sentenced to serve one year in tne peniten- 
tlary. 

John Hogan, pleading guilty to the charge 
ot larceny, was sentenced to eighteen months 
in the penitentiary. 

Richard Allen, charged with burglary, 
pleaded guiity and was sentenced to serve one 
year in the penitentiary. 

Thomas Shoe pleaded guilty to a charge of 
horse stealing and was sentenced to serve 
three years in the penitentiary. 

A number of the prominent business men of 
Belleville will start for Juage Ploudre’s place, 
near Centreville Station, ona fishing excur- 
sion. 

George Cashen was fined $5 and costs by 
‘Squire Guentz for assauiting a peaceful and 
prominent citizen named Jumes H. kelly, in

Gvorge Killian was arraignedin the Circuit 


| Court this afternoon on the charge of being 
implicated in the Stelzenriede murder. The 


case is attracting considerable attention, and 
residents of all parts of the county are as- 
sembied in Belleville to hear the proceedings. 
The murder was the most cruel and brutal 
ever recorded inthe criminal calendar of 5t. 
Clair county, and has been shrouded in mys- 
tery for eight years. On the morning of March 
20, 18741, the community of Centerviile,a small 
Village about eight miles from St. Louis, was 
thrown into an intense state of excite- 
ment over the particulars of the Stelzenriede 
butchery, which had taken place the night 
before “and hundreds of peopie from the sur- 
rounding country hurried to the scene and 
viewed the frightful spectacle. A farmer 
named Sneider discovered the bodies of 
the five members of the Stelzen- 
riede family lying on the floor of their 
numble cottage in various positions. Freid- 
rich, the father of Charles and grandfather of 
the children, was lying near the door sur- 
rounded by a pool of biood, with face up- 
turred and the head nearly severed from his 


body. His son, only afew feet from the door, 
was horribly mutilated, while the wife 
and two children lay in bed, the 


infant only afew months old lying across its 
mothers breast, with its skull and brains be- 
spattered over the bed covering. The mothers 
throat was cut from ear to ear, whilst the 
little boy’s skull was crusbed with some blunt 
instrument. The coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict to the effect that the 
Steizenriede family were murdered by some 


party or parties unknown to the jury. Several 
unsuccessful attempts were made to unearth 
the perpetrators of the terribie crime, but 
each attempt only deepened the mystery. 
George hilllan was a resident of the locality 
in which the crime was perpetrated and 
afterward, while under the influence of liquor, 
contided to triends that he could furnish in- 
toymation concerning the Stelzenriede trag- 
edy which would startle the community. 
These bo.istings finally reached the ears of 


the ollicials, and Killian was astonish- 
ed a short time since when 
a deputy sheriff informed him his 


presence was Cesired in Belleville in counec-

His in- 
dictment by the grand jury followed and his 
subsequent release on $500 bond.Several parties 
who had viewed the bodies are in Belle- 
ville to-day, and the desire of punish- 
ing the offenders is as strong to-day as 
on the morning after the tragedy. The case 
will not be called till afternoon, and the indi- 
cations are that when the trial is concluded 
the perpetrators of the horrible tragedy will 
be astar from punishment as ever. Killian 
undoubtedly possesses valuable knowledge, 
but whether or not he will divulge it remains 
to be seen.

Sudden Death of Mr. Ji T. Osborn at the 
Planters’ House. 


The death of J.T. Osborn, a well-known 
steamboat clerk, cccurred - at the Planters’ 


very sudden manner. He engaged a room at 
the hotel about 1 o’clock and requested to be 
called at 6. On retiring the door ef 
his room was left open, and 


the hallway watchman in passing glanced in 
and noticed that the occupant was breathing 
very heavily and in anunnatural manner. The 
watchman immediately entered and upon ap- 
proaching the bedside noticed that the de- 
ceased was then inadying condition. The 
clerk was immediately notified, who sum- 
moned Dr. Gill. That gentleman arrived, 
however, just as Mr. Osborn was breathing his 
last, and stated that death was doubtless 
caused by cardiac apoplexy. The Deputy 
Coroner was then notified, who upon making 
a thorough examination of theroom and pa- 
tient concurred in the opinion of Dr. Gill, In 
conformity with the provisions of the 
law that govern such cases, the body of 
Mr. Osborn was removed to the Morgue. Dr. 
Jameson, who has been the attending physi 

cian of deceased for some time past, upon 
learning of his death immediately issued a 
certificate of death from cardiac apoplexy, 
which was presented to the Coroner. An or- 
der was then given to  deccased’s 
brother, had the body re- 
moved to Mr. - Smithers’ undertaking 
establishment on Olive street, between Eighth 
and Ninth streets.The Coroner willthere hoida 
formal inquest this evening as required by law 
but no post-mortem will be held. Owing to the 
peculiar circumstances surrounding the case 
a rumor of suicide was very general last night, 
but after a cureitul investigation by a PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter is proved fabsolntely 
groundless. Suspicion was first excited by the 
fact that deceased hadtaken a room at the 
Planters’ House, & very unusual thing for him 
to do. But it was afterward shown that he 
had been taken there by afriend upon being 
suddenly prostrated onthe street. Mr. Os- 
born had, with his wife, been living at the 
Belvedere Flatszon Washington avenue, 
near Thirteenth, for some time past. Upon 
leaving that place yesterday morning he re- 
marked to Mr. Harry Seaman, the proprietor, 
that he felt considerable better than for some 
time past, and thought he would walk down 
to the Anchor Line 'wharfboat and see some of 
the boys who had just come 
up from the flooded districts. Mr. 
Seaman was very much surprised to hear that 
the theory of suicide had beeen projected and 
ignored it very emphatically. 

When the news was first imparted to Mrs. 
Osborn she, as naturally the case, was com- 
pletely prostrated. She was then removed to 
her sister’s home, No. 1112 Sec- 
ond Carondelet avenue, and now lies 
in a semi-unconscious condition. Her marital 
relations with her husband have always been 
of the most pleasant nature, and their attach- 
ment to each other was rather of an exem- 
plary kind. Deceased had been a trusted clerk 
ofthe Anchor Line Steamboat Company for 


fourteen years and was held by them 
in the highest esteem. A large 


concourse of triends, a portion of them steam- 
boat ofticers, viewed the remains at Smithers’ 


undertaking establishment to-day. The 
brothers of the deceased have been telegraph 
ed and the funeral will probably be deterred 
untii their arrival). 


The Flooded Districts.

A Russian Battle Painter’s Exhibition. 
Berlin Cor. London Times. 


The event of the day here is unquestion- 
ably the public exhibition of the collected 
‘orks of Basil Vereschbagin, battle painter. 
The Muscovite artist has taken Berlin by 
storm. I confess not to have had such ao ar- 
listic treat for many a day. The collection, 
which has been set outin the concert room 
of what is called J. Kroll’s Theater, includes 
pasty Sie pictures from the same deft mas- 
ter’s hand of subjects connected mainly with 
India, Central Asia and the Russe-Turkish 
campaign, together with about a score of 
drawings of various Eastern race types, and 

a miscellaneous ethnographical dis- 
play of articles picked up in the 
course of the artist’s adventurous journey- 
ings over the Orienval world. Some portion 
of this Wonderful art collection was exhibited 
at London ia 1673 and 1879, but most of the 
paintings from the Russo-Turkish war, from 
sketebes made by Vereschagin on the spot, 
numbering twenty subjects, have not yet been 
seen in England. Vivid realism, which does 
not, however, shock the sensitive, is the chief 
feature ef these canvas productions, which 
give more intight into the sanguimary struggle 
at Plevnaand Sbipka than volumes of descrip- 
tion. The snow trenehes on the Baikan Pass 
and Gen. Skobeleff galloping along the line of 
his men after the decisive battle of Tsche- 
nova, with bat in hand and words of admiring 
atitude on his lips, are masterpieces of 
attle-painting, as aiso are, Before the Attack 
on Plevna and After It. A Turkish lazaretto 
in Plevna, with its piles of negiected dead, 
makes one almost shudder. From these and 
other similar achievements of his brush it is 
clear that the aim of the artist bas not been 
to glorify war, but rather to make his coun- 
trymen deplore and despise it. A peculiar 
feature of M. Vereschagin’s exhibition is that 
itis viewed by electric light during the day 
bours, which, in opinion, rather enhances 
the effect of his colors than otherwise, and 
thot the visitor’s ears (as well as his eyes) are 
worked upon by asolemn organ anda hus- 
‘ian eboir behind a curtain. Indeed, the 
Whole enterprise is marked with a peculiar 
ussian stamp. I must notomit to mention 
‘hat the largest and most striking object in all 
the collection of M. Vereschagin is his pic- 
lure of the Prince of Wales upon a howdahed 
elephant, with the Maharajah of Jeypore.

Papers. — 
London Cor. Philadelphia Bulletin. 
The shock caused in decent society by that 
‘*hideous interpolation,’’ as the World terms 
it, in the report of Sir William Harcourt’s 
speech inthe Times, had scarcely abated 
when some muddv-minded practical joker 
from the outside set to work to carry on the 
me. Twice within the space of a fortnight 
as the “‘agony column” of the leading jour- 
nals been made the medium of “a joke,’’ as I 
suppose it is called, which, however appro- 
riate to a one-in-the morning orgie at the 


oal Hole or Cider Cellar thirty 
years ago, is not the sort of 
thing one expects to meet with in a 


respectable journal. I hear, too, that the 
Standard has been victimized in the like 
fashion. Fortunately for the general readers 
of those journals, the advertisements have 
been couched in language comprehensible 
only to men about town and such like hunters 
after “something racy.” In one ofthe ad- 
vertisements Lady Harcourt’s name was in- 
dicated and her husband mentioned by nick- 
name which attached to him wher he was a 
graduate at Oxford. The worst of this de- 
scription of practical joking is that it may be 
carried on to almost any extent, let the con- 
ductors of newspapers, which are made the 
medium of it, take what precautions they 
please. It is quite lawful to advertise in 
cypher or ambiguously, except to the ini- 
tiated, by means of letters and “‘dashes,’”’ or, 
to use a printer’s term, *“*metal rules.’’ And 
although the right of rejection rests with the 
controlier of the advertisement department of 
a newspaper, how is he to kaow when and 
what to reject? It may one of these days be 
necessary for newspaper proprietors to com- 
bine and abolish the Agony Column aito- 
gether. At present, when the space so named 
is not prostituted by the muddy-minded prac- 
tical jokers of the political world, or of so- 
ciety, it is manifestly largely occupied by per- 
sons whose motives in making assignations 
and so forth are, to say the least, question- 
able; and there can be no doubt that it is used 
to a considerable extent by burglars, “*fences’”’ 
(receivers of stolen goods) and the like as a 
means for defeating the authorities of the 
law.

THE ANTI-POLYGAMY BILL. 

All that is now needed to make the anti- 
Polygamy bill a part of the law of the land is 
the President’s signature. It passed the 
House yesterday. The time has come when 
Mormonism finds itself arrayed against the 
General Government, and naturally there can 
be but one outcome tothe struggie. An azita- 
tion against polygamy has been drummed up 
throughout the land and  =~»public feel- 
ing and opinion against the Mormons 
manufactured with remarkable success by 
long-range philanthropists in each of the 
reat cities, and vet the anti-polygamy cru- 
sade had its origin, notin outraged morality, 
butina keen business sense of the situation 
in Utah. The Mormons hold the best lands 
in the Territory, and the Mormons have 
nearly all the trade in their hands. It was 
these facts which struck the 
tlers with horror and filled them with 
Shame anent the twin relic rather than 
the twin relic itself. If §there was 
no money init, itis high!v probable that the 
Mormons would be let alone for twenty 
years to come, but spoliation is now the or- 
der of the day. Their business must slip 
away while they are fighting the law. Their 
lands will be wrested from them in time. 
And yet the Mormons conscientiously be- 
lieve that polygamy is no sin. They have 
made the institution part of their religion 
and point to biblical precedents. We have 
the authority of BURNS that ‘‘the wisest 
man the wor!d e’er saw, he dearly lo’ed the 
lasses, O.’’ He had about nine hundred of 
them sealed to him atonetimeand yet he 
managed to preserve the respect of society 
and win the favor of the Lord. The Mormons 
have an idea that what was tolerated 
in SOLOMON might be excused in 
DRIGHAM YOUNG and his follow- 
ers, but despite ali these arguments 
they are met by the moral sense of the rest of 
the Republic, which says: ‘*‘We do not 
marry thus profusely, and therefore you 
must not do so either.’’ Of course the consti- 
tutionality of the bill will be tested in the 
Supreme Court, but it will probably stand 
Itis a wholesale scheme of prejudice, ignor- 
ance and disfranchisement to which the party 
of high moral ideas and elevated planes of 
thought is committed, and with which the 
Supreme bench will not interfere. The Utah 
ring has so far scored a victory. It is a pity 
that Congress can not pass laws regulating 
sins nearer home than Utah. The Mormons 
boldly proclaim their methods to the world. 
The more cautious and more _ virtuous 
Easterners manage to content themselves 
with one wife and hidden sin. If St. 
Louis or Chicago or Cincinnati are 
more Virtuous than Salt Lake City the peopie 
have not found itout. If those who arein 
such a state of dismay at the frightful condi- 
tion of women in Utah would examine into 
the worse than bestial condition of women in 
Eastern cities they might be induced to be- 
lieve that charity begins at home. 
A little of the fervor of the anti- 
polygamy crusade brought to bear on 
the abuses at home would do this country 
more good than harrying the Mormons for the 
benefit of the Utah ring. Still, the Latter 
Day Saints are at variance with the moral 
sentiment of the land. So long as they 
kept out of the range of Progress they were 
safe to practice and preach their doctrines, 
but the day that the Pacific Railway reached 
their borders their institution was doomed. 
Twenty years ago the Republican party pro- 
claimed against the *‘twin relics of barbarism”’ 
—slavery and polygamy. To-day the party 
has laid its hand on the throat of the surviv- 
ing twin, and we will now see the outcome, 
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JUDGE SAMUEL BLATCHFORD, who has 
been nominated for Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court—and whose confirmation is 
only a matter of formality—is a son of the 
late RICHARD M, BLATCHFORD, Who was a 
prominent lawyer in New York City. He was 
born in New York the 9th of March, 1820, and 
was graduated from Columbia College in 
1837, being then only 17 years old. Before he 
was of age he was selected by Gov. WILLIAM 
Hi. SEWARD as his private secretary. After- 
ward he studied law in New York with his 
father and uncle, who formed the firm of R. 
M. & E. 8. BLATCHFORD, and after practic- 
ing his profession for some time removed te 
Auburn, N. Y., about 1846. There he formed 
a law partnership with CHRISTOPHER MOR- 


GaN, uader the Orm name of MokGgan & 


BLATCHFORD, with WM. H. SEWARD as 
counsel. Afterward CLARENCE A. SEWARD 
was taken into the firm, which was then 
stvled MORGAN, BLATCHFORD & SEWARD. 
In 1854 Judge BLATCHFORD and one of his 
partners removed to New York City, where 
they were joined by BuRR W. GRISWOLD, 
andthe firm of BLATCHFORD, SEWARD & 
GRISWOLD was formed. In addition to his 
extensive practice, by whicb he established a 
high reputation at the bar, Judge BLATCH- 
FORD performed the task of preparing the 
reports of the United States Circuit Court 
(Second District), and he has continued this 
work till the present time. He also took part 
in editing BLATCHFORD & HOWLAND’S re- 
ports of admiralty cases in the United States 
District Court for the Southern District of 
New York. On May 3, 1867, he was appoint- 
ed Judge of the United States District Court 
to succeed Judge BETTS, resigned; On 
March 4, 1878, he was appointed Judge of the 
United States Circuit Court, to fill the vacan- 
cy caused by the death of Judge 
JOHNSON. Judge BLATCHFORD isa trustee 
of Columbia College and a member of the 
Union and Century Clubs. He was married 
in Boston in 1844 to Miss CAROLINE F. AP- 
PLETON, daughter of EBEN APPLETON, for- 
merly a well-known merchant of New York 
City. He is a Stalwart Republican, but is in 
no sense a bitter partisan.

Which a Charming Debutante at 
the Home Circle Was 
to Wear. 


The Worry and Vexations Attending 
the Debut of Miss Ada 
Ames. 


How a Ruthless Collector Refused to 
Pass Trunks Full of Worth’s 
Masterpieces, 


Mother and Daughter in a Regular 
Fix—A Domestic Drama: Actl, 
Tears; Act 2, Smiles. 


Mrs. Lucy ¥. Semple Ames’ Complaint Against Col- 
lector St. Gem—The Secret Investigation 
bya Treasury Official Con- 
eluded Here Last 
Saturday. 


A quiet, unassuming gentleman from Wash- 
ington, D.C., registered atthe Southern one 
day last week, secured a retired room and 
then conducted a most mysterious investiga- 
tion. Among those who visited him were a 
couple of ladies very prominent in St. Louis 
society, but so quietly did they come and go 
that very few knew of their visit, 

The mysterious gentleman has just left for 
the National Capital, and since his departure 
a POST-DISPATCH reporter has succeeded in 
ascertaining the cause of his visit. The gen- 
tleman was Special Inspector Burns of the U. 
S. Treasury Department. He came here to 
investigate a number of complaints made 
against Gustavus 8t. Gem, U. 8. Collector of 
Customs, by Mrs. Lucy V.Sempie Ames, a lady 
who stands foremost in St. Louis society. The 
story is a most curious one and is as follows: 

It will be remembered that the lady, who is 
the widow of Edgar Ames, a@ very wealthy 
man, and who is now living at 1615 Lucas 


place, was absent in Europe during part of the 
year 1880. With her were her children; nota- 
bly, her daughter, Miss Ada, who, since her 
debut, has been a well-known society belle. 
Miss Ada also cuts a prominent figure in the 
narrative connected with the visit 
of Special Inspector Burns. When 
Mrs. Ames was in France she 
fitted up a villa in the environs of Paris, which 
she had furnished in eiegant style. Asthe 
time of her homeward journey drew near, it 
is also stated that she was a liberal customer 
of Worth, the celebrated millin@ér, and that 
much of the cash went into his pocketin re- 
turn for the costumes which he alone can 
build. Miss Ada was to make her entree into 
society soon after her return to this city, and 
mother and daughter had iaid Paris un- 
der contribution to secure robes. of 
splendor _ for this auspicious event. 
Finally the goods were packea for shipment to 
this country. 

THERE WERE OVER FIFTY PACKAGES 
inall. Among them were twenty trunks, filled 
with silks, satins, laces, and all the tinery 
which beautiful Women know how to appre- 
ciate. Among the goods were also an amount 
of plate, table linen, etc., used at the villa, 
and two carriages, which had been purchased 
abroad. The goods were sent direct to St. 
Louis. They were notopened nor inspected at 
the port of entry in New York, because they had 
been shipped without appraisement, but came 
straightwayto St. Louis, wnere they were 
storedinthe U. 8S. Appraiser’s warehouse, 
subjecttocall. The precious cargo arrived 
herein August, 1880, and remained in the 
warehouse until the end of the following Oec- 
tober. Theruleisthat no goods are to be 
opened or inspected by the Appraiser until, 
to use the technical term, ‘‘entry has been 
made,’’ that is, until the Own- 
er has claimed them and paid duty. 
Well, towards the beginning of Novemoer, 
1880, Mrs. Amesand her family arrived in St, 
Louis to make the necessary preparations for 
Miss Ada’s debut. Soon after the trunks, con- 
taining, among other things, the trophies of 
Worth which were tw grace the fair debutante, 
were soughtjout. It was found just where 
they were, and a call was made upon 
United States Appraiser Metcalfe. Yes, 
the goods were there. All that was 
necessary was that entry should be made, 
the goods inspected, the duty paid, and the 
goods would bein the possession of the own- 
ers. When the word duty was mentioned, 
Mrs. Ames. who had heard it, said: 

‘*-What duty? I am willing to pay what is 
right upon the plate, linen, etc. Onthe wear- 
ing apparel you certainly do not intend to 
charge me anything?’’ 

‘“‘Tnat will have to be looked 
answered the Appraiser’s clerk, 
there is nothing dutiable in the 
trunks, of conrse, no change will be 
made. If there is we will let you know soon 
after the inspection.’’ 

The affair was being managed for Mrs. Ames 
atthe time by Charles Wyman, a Custom- 
house broker, whose specialty is to attend to 
these matters. Young Mr. Kuapp wasalso 
acting asher attorney. The lady wasin high 
duageon. The story is to the _ effect 
that she flatly refused to pay any of the 
duty on a large amount of the articles. 
Entry was not made, and a week’s valuable 
time was lostin the wrangle, no inspection of 
the goods taking place. Then Mrs. Ames’ 
tactics changed. She ordered that the inspec 
tion should proceed, reserving her statement 
of what course she would atterwards pursue, 

THE EXAMINATION WAS LONG AND TEDIOUS. 

It is not often that the appraisers at this 
place meet such ajob. Most of the shipments 
examined here are mercbandise, other things 
being usually overhauled at New York. 
When trunks and wearing apparel 
do reach here, it generally be- 
longs to poor people, has been so well 
worn as to be clearly outside the law, and the 
inspection is soon settled. It wasnot so in this 
case, Thetrunks were filled with such a pro- 
fusion of rich apparel, laces, etc., that ex- 
perts had to be called into aid the Appraiser. 
The work was hurried along as rapidly as pos 

sible and the examination was conducted even 
on Sundays. The merchants of the city wouid 
insist on getting their goods, and this caused 
some delay. In the meantime the evening 
of Wednesday, November 24th, approached 
—a most important date. This was 
Thanksgiving Eve, on which the Home Circle 
gave its inaugural party for the winter of 1530 

‘81, atthe Lindell. Mrs. Ames paid several 
visits to the Appraiser’s storeas the evening 
mentioned approached. Things were beinvg 
pushed with all possible haste, but thejinspec 

tion had not been finished. Mrs. Ames was 
annoyed to death. 

‘*‘My goodness,’’ said she on more than one 
occasion, ‘‘when will it be over?’’ 

‘¢We are hurrying all we can,’’ was the only 
answer possible. A call was made on Collec- 
tor St. Gem. By this time the Home Circle 
was only tour days away, and Mrs. Ames was 
in no amiable mood. 

‘*‘How long am Ito be kept out of my prop- 
erty ?’’ she asked. 

‘*‘I can’t tell you’’ said the Collector. ‘*You 
will get it the very minute the requirements 
of the law are fulfilled.’’ 

‘*‘Do you know thatthe Home Circle party 
occurs on next Wednesday night?’’ said Mrs. 
Ames, ‘‘or the Monday preceding.’’ 

‘‘No,’’ said Collector St. Gem. 

‘*‘And that my daughter Ada is to make her 
debut then?’’

BEING PRACTICALLY IN HOCK. 
At last the morning of the 2th 
of November arrived. The morning 
papers were full of the coming glories of the 
opening party. On the Sunday previous the 
society columns nad not failed to notice that 
among the events of the Home Circle would be 
the number of debutantes present, prominent 
among them Miss Ada Ames, who would wear 
robes Of especial splendor, imported for the 
occasion,etc. But the young lady in question 
read these details through floods of tears 
which dimmed her beautiful eyes, True 
enough, the dresses had been im- 
orted; but of what avail was that? 
he had not seen them forlo, these man 
months. Perhapsthey were moth-eaten. It 
might be that they would not fit now as they 
didin Paris. Oh, horrible thought, ——— 
somebody had mixed their trunks. up, on the 
Pinafore plan, and the dresses had not come 
atail. The picture is a sad one, and the 
young lady readers of the POST-DISPATCH can 
llitout, astheyv are the best artists at this 
kind of sketching. Mrs. Ames, who still per- 
Sisted that the duty was exorbitant and 
should not be paid, was in despair. 
In her previous interviews with Collector,St. 
Gem she told her friends that that official@ad 
treated her mostinsolently. Her many visits 
to the Appraiser’s store had done no good. If 
she were not pluckly she would have given up. 
But the party came on that night, and some- 
thing must be done. Messrs. Wyman and 
Knapp had accompiished nothing. She would 
see St. Gem again and make a last, a supreme 
effort. She didso. This time she was accom 
eg by United States District Attorney 
liss, whois a relative of the family. 

The situation had become serious. Weep- 
ingt and sorrow were the sole order of things 
in the Lucas place mansion. Miss Ames could 
not be comforted, andthe home was one of 
sOTTOW. 

Mr. St. Gem was found in his office, and to 
him Mrs. Ames said: 

‘‘I must have my goods before to-night. 
You know why.’’ 

‘*You would have had them long ago if you 
had not caused the delay.’’ 

‘*But that is not here nor there. I must have 
them to-day.” 

‘*The inspection is not yet finished,’’ sug- 
gested the Collector. 

‘*Il must have them; I tell you I must.’’ 

MR. ST. GEM 

refuses to say anything about the transaction, 
but the story is§@ that Mrs. Ames was notina 
pleasant frame of mind just at this time, and 
expressed herself very freelyin regard to the 
Outrage, as she put it. In answer to her de- 
mands St. Gemis reported to have answered 
as follows: 

‘*‘T am a public officer and my dutyis plain. 
I cannot let these things leave the warehouse 
until the proper course has beentaken. I am 
sorry, but what cun I do?’’ 

It is difficult to imagine just what Mrs. Ames 
would have done had not Mr. Bliss come for- 
ward with a suggestion. 

‘*‘Nearly allthe trunks have been inspect- 
ed,’’ said he. 

‘*T understand so,’’ said the Collector. 

‘‘If Mrs. Aines deposits the full value of the 
property, could she not have the goods she 
wants? I understand there are two trunks she 
especially requires.’’ 

‘*‘You are mv adviser, Mr. Bliss,’’ said St. 
Gein. ‘‘Itis to vou 1 have to look if any cause 
of complaint arises out of this irreguiarity. I 
will be guided by your advice.’’ 

The upshot of the matter was that Mrs. Ames 
deposited $5,000 with the Collector and 
got an order for the two trunks 
containing the masterpieces of Worth. 
She had determined to deposit the money 
under protest, proposing to reserve her rights 
and to fight the payment of what she consid- 
ered the exorbitant charges to the bitter end. 
The order was sent to U. S. Avppraiser Met- 
calfe and Mrs. Ames hurried home. It was 
now late in the afternoon, and there was 
scarcely two hours left to dress tor the party. 
Miss Ada wasintears and worried almost to 
death. 

‘*Well, ma, what are those horrid men going 
to do?’’ was her first question. 

For a moment her mother did not reply, and 
the debutante that was to be repeated the 
query ina broken voice. 

‘‘They have given me two trunks we 
wanted,’’ said the mother. ‘‘They ‘will be 
here rightaway. Isnot that the wagon at the 
door?’’ 

Miss Ames rushed to the widow, caught a 
glunce of two large Voxesin a wagon outside 
and fainted away at the unexpected sight. 
The goods were soon unpacked. The dressing 
was proceeded with, and at the party that 
night no belle had such a string of admirers 
as had Miss Ada Ames. The 
success almost made her forget her previous 
trials. She was dressed to represent a flower, 

etals, leaves and all, and her beauty and 
1er dress were equally bewitching. All St. 
Louis read next day of her

of white surah, richly hand-wrought with gar- 
lands and sprays of tlowers, her exquisite lace 
of uniqne design and finish, ete. 

Nobody present but her mother knew the 
anxious davs thatthe costume had cost, nor 
the tears which were shed as the preparations 
for the ball were being hurriedly made. The 
debutante showed no traces of the storm, and 
was smiling fair and amiablein a captivating 
degree. 

Some Gays after the Appraiser’s examina- 
tion was concluded. The duty was put down 
at something over $1.600. The goods and the 
balance remaining of the $6,000 deposit were 
sent to Mrs. Ames. 3 

The lady immediately filed a protest against 
the Appraiser’s return. Tnis was overruled 
by Mr. St. Gem, and the lady immediately 
took the next step, an appeal tothe Treasury 
Department at Washington. The appeal was 
not sustained. Under the law ninety days are 
then allowed for brineing suit against the 
Collector. Mrs Ames cid not avail herself of 
this privilege and the mucter has been quiet for 
a year,and it seemed thatit had all blown over. 
This was notthe case, however. Mrs. Ames 
and her family were in Washington during the 
greater partof the present winter, whence 
they came to tnis city only a couple ot weeks 
ago. While there Gen. Hatch, the Indian 
fighter, who is a friénd of the family, inter- 
ested himselt inthe matter. Other influence 
was brought to bear, and as a result Inspector 
Burne was sent to St. Louis, 
arriving here soon after Mrs. Ames. 
He came to investigate charges inforinally 
preferred, the substance of them being the 
unnecessary delay in the delivery of the goods, 
the alleged exorbitant charges, and the dis- 
courtesy of gColiector St. Gem which the 
lady complained ot as growing Out of her in- 
terviews with him. he Inspector worked 
quietly. He examined the records at the Ap- 
praiser’s office and found them allrignt,. He 
pext summoned Mrs. Ames before hiin at the 
Southern Hotel. She told in the mainthe 
story as given above. 

THE ONLY INTERESTING SCENE 
which occurred during the investigation was 
when the Treasury officer was questioning the 
complainant in regard to articies of wearing 
apparel on which she claimed exemption. 

‘«How long had you these dresses,’’ said In- 
spector Burns, ‘‘betore§jthey arrived in New 
York?’’ 

‘*] don’t know.’’ 

‘‘And these ribbons and laces?’’ 

‘*I could not say.’’ 

‘‘How about the goods belonging to your 
daughter?’’ 

‘«I cannot tell.”’ 

‘*‘Did yon have them a year?’’ 

‘‘a year!’’ echoed the lady indignantly. It 
must be remembered that she scldom wears a 
dress three times. Why, youmust think we 
wear things avery longtime. No, sir; they 
were all nearly new.’’ 

‘*Well, madame,’’ saidthe Inspector, ‘‘the 
law is plainin this matter.

ide. urns returned to Washington without 
making*public the nature of his report, but it 
is pretty certain that he found no canse for 
complaint, and will so state in his finding. 
Mrs. Amesis much displeased with the way 
ne received her, and she has even said that 
be acted towards her as if he re- 
garded her as a smuggler. She also 
complains bitterly of St. Gem's treatment. 
She refuses tu talk about the matter, but the 
details are all accurate. Collector St. Gem 
would say nothing butthat he bau done his 
duty inthe matter. Mr. Metcaife, the Ap- 
praiser, persistentiy declined to talk about 
the subject, and no information could be ob- 


tained at his office.

Or dinances to be Introduced in the 
Cause of Economy and 
Retren chmen t. 


— 


Offices Which Will be Abolished or Con- 
solidated With Others—The Good 
Work of Rooting Out Tax- 
Eaters Shortly to | 
Begin. 


On account of the absence of several meme 
bers the ordinance to provide for the consoll- 
dation of the Park Commissioner’s office with 
that of the President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, which was expected 
to reach its third reading at last 
night’s meeting of the Council, was laid 
over untilthe next meeting of thattody. To 


secure its passage will require a twe-thirds’ 
affirmative vote of all the thirteen members. 
It will be remembered that at the meeting last 
week only eight members voted in favor of its 
passage against five who voted the opposite 
way. Itis now asserted that two of these gene 
tlemen, upon further consideration of the 
matter, have determined to change their 
votes, and at the next full meeting of the 
Council these members, who are Mr. McGrath 

Democrat, and Mr. Zelle, Republican, wi 

vote aftirmatively upon the measure 

thus insuring the requisite ~ legal 
majority. From the Council the proposed 
ordinance willin due course find its way be- 
fore the House of Delegates. What its fatein 
the popular branch ot the Assembly will be 
cannot very safely be forecast. A number of 
a are known to be eloquent advocates 

RETRENCHMENT IN THE MUNICIPAL SERVICE, 
and these members are relied upon to give the 
bill a solid backing, but whether they can se- . 
cure foritthe affirmative vote of two-thirds 
ofthe twenty-eight Delegates remains to be 
ascertained. 

A well-informed city official predicts, how- 
ever, that the bill will meet with no serioug 
opposition, and thatit will pass without diffi- 
culty. Should the ordinance be so fortunate 
itis confidectly asserted that when it is laid 
before the Mayor he will promptly affix his 
pe wage to it, thus giving it legal force and 
effect. Thusthe first step inthe @adirection of 
economy in the city government will have been 
taken, aud progress in the same path will 
speedily tallow. 

Next month the following ordinances will 
be introduced in the House of Dele- 

ates: To abolish the office of Assistant 

Jity Connselor; to consolidate the Sewer and 
Water Departments; to consolidate the oftice 
of the Harbor and Wharf Commissioner with 
that of the Street Commissioner, and 
to abolish the office of the Commissioner of 
Supplies, and to replace that officer by an of- 
ficial to be designated ‘‘the City Purchasing 
Agent.’’ The Purchasing Agent will be simply 
an executive officer. His accounts will be kept 
by the book-keepers of the City Auditor. 
The prices of articles purchased wili, as 
heretofore, be approved by the Comptroller. 
and the requisitions and other records of the 
office will be kept in the oflice of the City 
Registei. 
THE ORDINANCE 

will provide further thatalarge bulletin board 
shall be placed in some conspicuious and 
easily accessible part of the City Hall pbuild- 
ing, upon which shal! be written a daily list of 
all articles to cost twenty-five dollars or less, 
so that nerchants can send their representa- 
tives tothe City Hall and make their bids 
upon all such _ articles. This plan is 
a common sense one and ~will find 
favor among mercantile people, who will thus 
be given an opportunity to secure the city as a 
purchaser. In other respects the method of 
buying now practiced will be followed. None 
ot these ordinances will go into effect betore 
April, 1883, so that the terms of appointed of- 
ficers which do not expire before that date 
will not be abridged. A determined effort to 
reduce the clerical force in the city 
departments sooner than that date 
will, however, be made in the House 
of Delegates very soon.

having the question of retrenchmentin hana” 
will begin hulding sessions in a very short 
time. Their programme will be about as fol- 
lows: Heads of departments wiil not be con- 
sulted as tothe duties of their subordinates, 
but the subordinates themselves will be sum- 
moneda before the cOmmittee to explain in¢ 
person and in detail the character and amownht 
of labor they perform.

Shepherd. 


How the Work of Reforming Fallen 
Women is Done.

Class of Preservation, The Peni- 
tents, and The Order of 
Magdalens, 


Facilis est descensus Averni. The story of sin 
and its expiation has pointed so many tales 
that there is little to be gained by moralizing 
over it here. A woman falls and society hounds 
her into the gutter and rattles her away in the 
dead-Wayon from the charitv hospital tothe 
potter's field, its whole duty being comprised 
in wreaking vengeance upon her for being as 
weak as she was loving. The man in the case 
is petted ana carressed and finally wedded by 
some dainty puritan, his wickedness and bad 
character giving a zest to courtship anda 
flavor to matrimony, like the savor of salt to 
soup. It has passedinto a proverb that a re- 
formed rake makes the best husband, and the 
best girls in this community are proving the 
adage true or false, asthe case may be, each 
year. 
A case in point which may be taken asone 
of a class happened in the writer’s own knowl- 
edge some six years since in St. Louis. A girl 
not 20, just home from school, not particularly 
pretty, but exceedingly bright and altogether 
charming, wasruined by a drummer tor the 
largest grocery housein this city. She was 
afraid of her father, and with reason, and 
when it was no longer possible 
to conceal her shume, she faced it, and after 
@ stiong scene, and after passing through the 
very jaws of death, she left home with ababy 
in her arms and ber father’s bitter execrations 


inher ears. The baby was put in an asylum 
and the girl went to Kate Clark’s place on 
Sixthand Elim, whence after a while she 
drifted to Chicago, where she twice attempted 
suicide. Of course her life was downward. 
Money poured in on her for awhile; and then, 
whenshe was no longer attractive, she wus 
remorsely driven out, she dropped from house 
to house, came back to St. Louis and is now 
a painted, drunken, baspheming Outcast in 2 
Seventh strect cigarestore doygery. No 
hand was heid outto her in this whole time; 
not one word was said to stay her. She was 
fimply expected to fo straight down to hell, 
and she is fulfilling the legitimate expecta- 
tions of her iriends. She is one of three 
known Victims of the same man, who, how- 
ever, it is pleasant to note, is thinking of re- 
forming and marrying and settling down. 


“re isa piace inthis city where sometwo 


ed just such romances as this might be 
red; with the more fortunate conclusion 


poor souls are led outof the mire, by what im- 

perceptible advances, and by what cunning 

Sympathy tney are taught the lessoa of Love 

and Hope. The very weaknesses of femininity 

are turned into engines of salvatiou, and 

humanity and religion go hand in hand to 

secure every advantage which the lost woman 

makes for herself on the way back. It isa fact 

that the main reason for the total wreck of a 

womar is her belief thatno one has either 

Sympathy, care or pity for her. Nobody 

cares—that is the hopelessness of it—and de3- 

pair does the rest. Girls go down into the gut- 

ter with their eyes wide open simply because 

no hand is held out to them on the way. 

Healthy work, regular hours, good food, con- 

stant attention, precept and example—these 

finish the labor of reformation, and it is simply 

a question of time with eventhe worst cases 

when they shall be fit again to take their 

proper places inthe world. Of course society 

has branded the forehead of every unfortunate 

woman, andit will neither forget nor forgive 

the unpardonable sin of fond weakness, and 

hence lite is not all roses to. these 

unfortunates when they go back. Old friends, 

after the way of the world, turn their backs 
upon them, unexposed sinners are especially 
severe upon them, and so they have to go 
among new faces and make a new home. 

Perhaps they go to wreck all over again and 
come back to the Sisters at last, Jaden with a 
new load of sin and despair. Itis for those 
nee are afraid to face the world again; for 
thOse who believe that they will find more love 
and sympathy within the sheltering arms of 
the Order of the Good Shepherd than out of 
them, that the Society of Maydalens was 
formed. It is a religious organization, com- 
posed entirely of reclaimed females, and there 
is no reason why they should not go out 
into the world when they wish. They are not 
permitted to take perpetual) vows until they 
ve been for years and years in the institu- 
tion. 

Atter leavingthe Magdalens,who are isolated 
from the other inmates—each part of the house 
and each class is a complete community in it- 
self and is kept apart trom all the others—the 
reporter was taken to 

THE PENITENT WARDS, 

where women in all the different stages of 
reformation‘ are to be met. Ia the launary 
there are some thirty women at work, the 
hardest cases in the house. Here were 
faces which have oscillated between the 
Wrok-house and the doggerv for years, hope- 
less faces with squalid ruin written in every 
wrinkle, and yet whatever was left of decency 
in them seemed to be struggling towards the 
surface When the sisters were near them, Next 
to an old crone was a bitter looking girl of 
sixteen, who had a fierce sort of prettiness 
which had evidently been the cause of her 
ruin, She was relentlessly working at her task 
with her eyes down and her lips drawn tight 
upon her clinched teeth. A sister spoke to her 
fora momentand the set look disappeared, 
the face seemed to humanize ever so littie,and 
asthe nun walked away the sioe-bilack eyes 
followed her wonderingly. The cioud did not 
come back upon the face when she turned to 
her work again. The characterof the work 
in the laundry is certainly better than is to be 
found elsewhere in the city, and the clothes 
are deiivered and tbe work done on strictly 
business principles. All of the families in the 
vicinity and some miles away have their wash 

ing done here, which accounts tor the snowy 


piles of linen which the unsophisticated 
scribe ut first ascribed to the 
ladies in the house. The capacity 
for work is much greater, however, 


than the business has yet proved. Justabove 
these another class of penitents are engaged 
in caning chairs, the work being done on con- 
tract with Messrs. Heller & Hoffman. These 
girls were of a slightly better class than the 
ores below, but it was @asy to see that they 
were still in the Slough of Despond. Both the 
chair-caning and laundry work, are done by 
the more ignorant women, and some of them

It attractea 
the reporter’s attention by its marked unlike- 
ness to its surroundings. And yet the girlis

them back even from the abyss, ana from 
which go forth every year rehabilitated women 
ith self-respect partly at least restored— 
Badder and wiser women,to trv again the 
aths from which they strayed. The House of 
he Good Shepherd has done more rea!, ap- 
ciable good, it has stopped more certain 
ruin and remorse than any other charity 
known to modern times. Some 250 years ago 
a band of nobie ladies in France devoted them- 
selves to the rescue of fallen women, the 
Church blessed their effort, the order grew 
and flourished. In every large citv where 
crime and typhus germs and misery grow 
rank, a 
HOUSE OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD 
has been erected, and battle waged for hu- 
manity. The sisters of the order of Our Lady 
ot Charity are drawntfromthe very flower of 
the Catholic maidenhood of the land. Each 
of them must be in inaependent§ circum. 
stances, for the work brings no pay and small 
thanks. Each of them must be devoted, neart 
and soul, to the task ot Saving ruined women, 
because nothing but entire whole-heartedness 
could persevereinthe labor to which they 
have given their lives—labor which is alwavs 
hard and often repulsive. ; 

The house of the order in St. Louis is 
situated on Seventeenth street between 
Chestnut and Pine. It is large, 
well built and excellently mod. 
eled, although the cares forced 
upon the sisterhood test the full capacity of 
the institution, there being at present four 
hundred and seventy-eight inmates in the 
house. 

A POST-DISPATCH representative vesterdav 
received permission to examine the inner 
workings oi the order, and was shown corn.

Shirts are made on contract with several 
lending firms of the city, at an average rate 
of $125a dozen, and about twenty dozen are 
turned outevery day. Of course all sorts of 
fancy sewing is done also, as it is upon the 
revenues ot these different kinds of work that 
the inmates of the house must be main- 
tained. 
THE CLASS OF PRESERVATION 

is, of course, chiefly occupiea with the ordin- 
ury school studies, but some cnair-caning is 
done here also. None of the girls are over 
thirteen years old, but, somehow, the taint of 
bad blood and illegitimacy is strongly evident; 
they do not look like other children, 
they do not act like them. 
They generally, however, turn out better than 
might be expected, andthey seem a cheertu! 
and happy lot of girls enough. Throughout 
the house one is continually cailed on to uad- 
mire the scrupulous neatness and excellent 
arrangement ofthe premises. The isolation 
of each Class is carried out to the recreation 
grounds, dining-rooms and sleeping apart- 
ments. Even in the chapel each division 
worships by itself, entirely apart from the 
others.

A North St. Louis Bone Factory to be Sup- 
pressed. 


North-end residents will be glad 
that the standing nuisance 
as Mavyer’s Bone Factory, located 
on Lowel! between Withers and 
O’Fallon avenues, is about tobe finally sup- 
pressed. Health Commissioner Francis says 
he has had more difficulty with this particular 
factory than with almost all the other in- 
stitutions devoted to the same industry in 
the city. Mr. A. B. Mayer, the reputed 


proprietor, proved too shrewd forthe Commis- 
sioner foralong time. Inuumerable notices 
were served upon citing him 
tn appear before the Board of 
Health to show cause why his factory 
should not be condemned as a nuisance, 
but Mr. Mayer managed to escape the band of 
the law by the simple process of transfering 
the nominal titie to the propertyto a Mr. 
Jacob Weiss, a reputed citizen ot Chicago,and 
this person it was never possible 
for the sanitary authorities to 
reach. The other day Mr. Francis 
drove out to Lowell to inspect the factories 
located in that odorous section. In due course 
he came tothe Mayr and Weiss premises. A 
thorough examination of the buildings 
and machinev revealed the fact 
thut the oven and tank and 
s-veral sheds used for storing bones and bone- 
dust were located in the norvtb and south alley 
ofthe block between Withers avenue and 
O'Fallon avenue. An inspection ot the plats 
on file in the Street Commissioner’s ofhce 
revealed the further fact that. the allev bad 
been duly dedicated and opened,and hence all 
obstructions found upon it were iiable to re- 
movalatthe order of the Mayor. Upona 
representation of the facts Mayor Ewing 
promiptiv gave instructions to the 
City Marshal to cause the oven, tanks 
and sheds before mentioned to be removed 
from their position in the _ alley. the 
Marshal si will therefore in a few days 
secure aresult which all the power of the 
Board of Health has heretofure failed to 
achieve.

The Striking Painters. 

Atthe meeting of journeymen painters this 
morning at Armory Hall about two hundred 
strikers were present. Reports were received 
from the Cotton Exchange,from Humphreys 
and trom Flesh & Mook, to the effect that 
no more committees wiuld be per- 
mitted on the premises, and 


that hereafter policemen would see the orders 
enforced. Opn complaint to Mayor Ewing, his 
Honor advised the committees to keep away 
from buildings where those painters were 
employed who retused to strike, but to watch 
their opportunities and confer with the recal- 
citrant painters in the morning and evening, 
before and after working hours. 

President Gibbons reported that twenty 
small bosses, employing about one hundred 
men, had signed the strikers’ contract to pay 
$3 a day, and their men had returned to work 
this morning. Tobin Brothers headed the 
list. 

Louis T. Tichacek notified the meeting that 
he was arrested this morning by a deputy 
marshal on the chargeof striking one Chas. 
Wirtel, a painter, whom he had not seen in 
thelast nine monthsgand knew nothing of. 
Therefore he declared his entire innocence. 

There are still about 500 strikers out. 


Suit Against Spalding.

Cetevayo at the Pantomime.

Cetevayo, on January 23, visited the ss 
Town Theatre Royal, by permission of the 
authorities, and witnessed the pantomime of 
“The Fair One with the Golden J.ocks.’’ 
When it became known that he was ‘‘going 
tothe play,” a large crowd assembledin Burg 
street, earlyinthe afternoon, and awaited 
his arrival in orderto obtaina peep at the 
potentate whose name is now known far and 
wide. Shortly before 3 o’clock Cetevayo ar- 
rived in a close carriage, accompanied by one 
of his councillors, his interpreter, and an- 
other gentleman. The crowd greeted him 
with hearty and long-continued cheers. 
When the carriage drew up to the box en- 
trance there Was a general rush, and it was 
as much asthe police on duty could do to 
keep the space on the step ciear to allow of 
the entrance of the visitors. The party was 
received by Captain Roebuck, who toox off 
his hat to Cetevayo, shook him heartily by 
the hand, and led him up the stair- 
case. When half way up he showed signs of 


timidity—not being used to contrivances of 
this sort in his native land—but Captain Roe- 
buck took him bv the arm and conducted him 
toa private box, tothe left of that usually 
occupied by his Excellency the Governor. 
Seated in an easy chair, with his hat securely 
lixed on his head, Cetevayo setiled himseif 
down to witness the performance, and, judg- 
ing from the manner in which he applauded, 
and the energetic clapping of his. hands, he 
enjoyed it immensely. He kept up anal- 
most unbroken conversation with the inter- 
preter, who had his work cut out in ex- 
plaining the various novel sights which pre- 
sented themselves to the gaze of the fallen 
monarch. Whenthe curtain fell ‘at the in- 
tarval, Capt. Roebuck again appeared and 
conducted Cetevayo and his compan- 
ions through the bar to his pri- 
vate room, where they partook of refresh- 
ments. The pictur2s hung in the bar attract- 
ed his special attention, and gave rise to an 
animated tire of questions and answers be- 
tween the interpreter and himself. The party 
returned to the box intime to witness the 
transformation scene, the sight of which 
seemed quite to dazzie him, and he gave vent 
to his expressions of delight in a most un- 
qualified manner. He satthrough the per- 
formance until the fall of the curtain, and on 
leaving the box and coming down the stair- 
case, found the lobby packed with people, 
while a large crowd surged about in the street 
outside.

*““MY UNCLE’S.” 
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Pawnbroking in the Past and Present 


—LThe Pawners’ Bank. 
From Harper’s Magazine. 
Asa matter of social history, it is singular, 


too, tbat pawnbroking should bave sunk toso 


low a level, both here and in England, when 
we remember that one of the chief induce- 
ments put forward in the original prospectus 
for the establishment of the Bank of England 
was that it would regularly engagein the 
pawning business, being ready at all times to 
advance reasonably on such silver plate and 
other personal property as its customers 
should deposit with it, charging for its con- 
venience a much leas rate of interest than the 
gold or silver-smiths of the time who had the 
monopoly of this business were in the habit 
of charging. But to-day, to mortgage one’s 
house, to hypothecate one’s bonds, 
to get an advance upon one’s 
storage receipts, or one’s bill of lading, is a 
business operation as respectable as it is 
general; while to draw one’s watch or any 
other piece of persona! property, though the 
operations are of precisely the same charac- 
ter, and are undertaken from the same 
necessity, is considered a somewhat disreput- 
able transaction. This is partly owing to the 
fact that public attention has got been called 
to the intelligent and sympathetic study of 
the matter. The more prosperous classes 
have. with a careless disregard for the wel- 
fare of their more needy fellow citizens, al- 
lowed the whole business to fall into un- 
worthy hands. How thoroughly the best in- 
terests of the poor have been in this matter 
disregarded is shown conclusively by the fact 
that the legal rate of interest ailowed the 
pawnbrokers in our large cities is six per 
cent a month, or 72 per cent a year. 

Among ail the cities ofthe country, Boston, 
Mass., is the only one in which any attention 
has been given to this wholly unnecessary 
burden placed upon the poor, and where a 
proper consideration of the subject had led 
to a practical reform. Several vears ago a few 
rich men in that city, recognizing the im- 
portance of organizing pawnbroking in an 
orderly business way, subscribed a capital of 
$100,000 for the establishment of a pawners’ 
bank, as it was first calied. This pame was 
soon changed to that of the Collateral Loan 
Bank, the change being made in deference to 
the prejudice against the use of the word 
‘*pawner.”? 

By the terms ofits charter the bank was 
allowed to charge on its loans one and a half 
per cent a mouth, or 18 per centa year. The 
‘ividends to the stockholders were limited to 
8 per cent, and all excess of profits after the 
payment of expenses was to be spent in the 
free distribution of coal to the poor during 
the months of December, January and Feb- 
ruary, under tbe supervision of the Town 
Council. ‘The business has been found so 
large as to justify the increase of the capital; 
and in their reports the managers of the bank 
reiterate the statement that the business is 
one of the surest there is, the security 
being in all cases deposited with the 
bank before the loan 1s made, and being 
in the immense majority of cases promptly 
redeemed. A very large proportion of 
the loans are made for sums less than a 
dollar, while the burrowers, upon the payment 
of the interest, are so astonished at the small- 
ness of the charge that they constantly offer 
to pay more. The bank, while paying its 
stockboiders |their regular dividends of eight 
per cent, has reduced the cost of pawning to 
those requiring this aid, and at the same time 
raised the compensation of those who attend 
to the details of the business above ihe rate 
they al first were paid. Thus all the various 
classes who are connected with the bank have 
been benefited. But excellent and unques- 
tionable as are the beneiits this application of 
intelligent sympathy for the poor has pro- 
duced in the organization of pawning, 
vet it is evident that it is not all that 
ean be done in this direction by a further 
application of the same principle to the eco- 
nomic study of their condition. Why would 
it not be possible to combine with a pawners’ 
bank a savings hank, so that these two insti- 
tutions should work barmoniously together 
to their common end—the improvement of 
the bard conditions of the poor? The very 
necessity of security to-day forces the savings 
bank, which gathers its funds from the poor, 
to 'imit its investment of them to such securi- 
ties as pay but the smallestinterest. But the 
pawners’ bapk offers, as experience has 
shown, an exceptionally safe opportunity for 
the investment of large sums of money at ex- 
ceptionaily high rates of interest. Though 
Is per cent a year, or one and a half 
per. cent a month, is evidently ruin- 
ous to the  ordinarv’. transactions of 
business, vet it is only a fourth of 72 per 
cent, Which is tbe regular charge for pawn- 
broking in all of our cities. A pawners’ bank, 
therefore, the capital of which was contri- 


' propagated had strayed away into regions 


buted by the rich, who would be contented 
with a smallinterest upon their investment, 
couldinduce the poor to deposit their small 
savings with it by the secure promise of a 
higher rate of interest than thev can get 
now. The details of such a plan could be 
easily worked out if the task were under- 
taken with an intelligent and heartfelt sym- 
pathy with the purposes it should propose 
and the results it sought to gain, the essen- 
tial 1déa of the scheme being that it would 
enable the poor to lend their savings to the 
poor.

Gross and Pancoast, of this 
city, performed an operation for the removal 
of the cancer? cutting away a portion of 
the under surface of the tongue 
on the left side. On September 6 a second 
operation was performed, when the sublin- 
gual gland and part of the submaxillary gland 
were cutout. Seven weeks ago to-day there 
was a third operation, when the rest of 
the submaxillary and a few lymphatic glands 
about the neck werecut away. The succes- 
sive operations were necessary, because some 
cells by which tne cancerous structure is

QUEER EPITAPHS. 


Romances Written on Gravestones in 
Colorado Mountains. 


From the Denver Republican. | 


One of the queerest of these epitaphs is one 
at Florida, a little town of less than 100 in- 
habitants on the San Juan extension of the 
Denver and Rio Grande. The grave over 
which the epitaph is written lies a litule ways 
from the railroad, and was discovered by a 
passenger who wandered away while a break 
in the train gear was being repaired. Over 
the grave was arude cross bearing the in- 
scription: 
**He had sand in his craw, 
But was slow on the draw, 
So we planted him out in the dew. ’’ 
And on the opposite side: 
**John Doe, New York; 
To fresn—45 calibre, 
May 6, 1881. 
Kilt by old Hall and a Gun.’’ 
This is a succinct history of the man’s fate. 
The name John Doe plainly indicates that tne 
man was unknown. It is definitely settled 
that “‘he had sand in his craw,’ which, in 
miners’ parlance, means that be was a brave 
man, **but he was slow on the draw,” and 
“Old Hall and his gun’’ blew his light out. 
Would that all obituaries were as brief. 
In May, 1880,a tragedy occurred over in 
Gunnison City «* which “Dutch Bill,” a 
noted desperado, ‘Was sent to the final trip to 
that bourne whence no desperado ever re- 
turns. Dutch had killed a man at Buena 
Vista and fled to Gunnison. He was lying in 
a tent, with a pistol on each side of him,when 
a sheriff arrived and woke him. Dutch didn’t 
like to be disturbed, and opened fire upon the 
officer, who ran, but, shooting back through 
the tent as he fled, he kilicd his man by a 
chance shot. Dutch was buried with im- 
posing ceremonies ona little knoll near the 
Tomichi River, anda withered branch was 
thrust into the ground to mark the spot. On 
this stake was written in pencil, *‘Dutch 
Bill’’—only this and nothing more. 

Away up in the mountains in Summit 
County, near the present site of Robinson, 
lies the old deserted town of Ten Mile, 
which flourished in 1859 and died soon after. 
The wash from the mountains covered it up 
and it lay buried for years until people, 
drawn by the Leadville excitement, disin- 
terred it. The records of Ten Mile are some- 
what obscure. It was away up in the wilder- 
ness of mountain crags and ravines, away 
hundreds of miles from the outposts of civili- 
zation, but its grave-vard tells astory. It is 
a very healthy grave-yard, and must have run 
the town very close in number of inhabi- 
tants. 

Jack Crane was a good fellow 

W ho drank his whisky mellow, 

But be fell through on mountain dew, 
And now he’s gone to hell—O. 

On another small stone, shaped with a rude 
attempt at artistic style, is: 

‘‘Our Sallie, aged 30, died 1862.’’ 


Perhaps this was one of the characters so 
often seen in the old mining camps, but now 
almost extinct—some lost woman who wan- 
dered out beyond civilization to hide her- 
self—but speculation is useless, for ’62 is a 
long ways back-—for Colorado. 

In 1870 « scouting party of soldiers were 
over in the South Park, when, just at sun- 
down on a summer evening, they camelacross 
the skeletens of six men. They lay in ir- 
regular position, with pieces of saddles, bits 
and bridies scattered around, with here and 
there a horse’s bone and some cooking uten- 
sils. The soldiers put the skeletons down as 
the result of some Indian massacre, but in 
looking around found in a cleft in the rocks a 
board, on which was rudely cut: 

‘*Snorwed ia and dying, January 16-58. I 
am the last, Peace 


“JERRY D—T—T.” 
(Probably Doutnitt.) 

This is perhaps the only epitath ever writ- 
ten in Colorado by the hand ofthe man to 
whom it belonged. The names of the writers 
were never known. 

In a guich near Del Norte, close by the 
place where Brudenbrock, the German baron, 
was arrested for illicit distilling, is a lonely 
grave ofa man and wife, who went througno 
that country in 1871, and camped for the 
night. Sometime in the dark hours some 
miners, camped close by, heard two shots, 
and rushing over, found both the man and 
wife dead. The man had shot the woman 
and then killed himself. The miners buried 
them the next day, and, with grim satire, set 
up the epitath: 

‘‘Two poor tenderfeet—couldn’t stand the 
altitude.’’ 

These are but a few of the many queer epi- 
taphs written in lonely places amid the moun- 
tains of the Centennial State.

The tale of the ‘‘Birmingham Adventuress” 
is probably not yet a!l told, and those who 
love their scandal, like Cyprian wine, ‘*more 
curious than good,’? may anticipate some 
fresh revelations. ‘*‘Miss de Furneaux’’ has 
attained unique success in ber chosen career. 
For this she is indebted not only to her gen- 
eral cleverness, but to her practical grasp of 
the universal truth that the love of a Lord is 
the most predominant feeling in the British 
bosom. Having once reaiized this supreme 
fact, she had only, one day, to cive herself out 
as a disreputabie scamp who had convenient- 
ly died just when he was wanted, or on 
another as “‘a Lord’s daughter kept out of 
her rights,’’ to get all she wanted. It never 
seemed to occur to those true Britons whom 
she duped that the bond of a man judicially 
dead was void, orthat, even if the Duke of 
Newcastie’s brother had been alive, his credit 
mightenot/be worth a £5 note in any London 
money-lender’s. He was*‘a Lord.” ‘hat 
was enough. The sham “Countess of Der- 
wentwater’” never wanted friends or money 
so long as she held to the shreds of a title; 
and not many years ago a sham Princess 
managed with ease to lighten many devotees 
of much coin. Peerages are admirabe 
properties, and even the Baronetage com- 
mands a legion of admirers. German Barons 
and Italian Counts are viewed with just sus- 
picion by the Briton, who hates all foreign- 
ers. But, on the otherhand, the testimony 
os an Irish Peer tothe virtues of a certain 
brand of pills was worth five hundreda 
year to a dealer in patent medicines; 
and any nobleman from the 
Emerald Isle, who is at all 
able and safe to keepreasonably sober, may 
dine every night for half the year at the best 
of bourgeois tables. 

So deeply rooted is this constitutional trait 
of our national character that even a sham 
title is a good marketable commodity. There 
are scores of them floating about, and the 
baronetage is indeed so full of dubious hold- 
ers of the Red Hand that the §conscientious 
but courteous Mr. Joseph Foster tosses them 
into an appendix under the heading of 
**Chaos.’’? He will not wound their suscepti- 
bilities by saying their titles are apocryphal; 
but he evidently thinks so. There are always 
a number of earldoms and baromies in dis- 
pute. Whoshaill say how many Lord Mars 
and Lord Belnavens there were recently in 
the tield? Now, each ofthe claimants tw a 
title in abeyance has a perfect right to use 
it until the law decide otherwise, and—on the 
principle enunciated by Mr. Squeers to Nick- 
leby, that there was no act of Parliament to 
prevent a man’s a calling his house an island 
—for as long afterwards as he chooses. There 
was an attainder—so the legend generally 
runs—in the Monmouth rebellion, or after 
the ’15 or the *45. Or it was a Nova Scotian 
baronetcy which fell into desuetude owing to 
the poverty of some of the links, or to make a 
mistake on their part as to its being heredi- 
tary in a collateral branch, and not only in the 
direct line. In time, by persistently sending 
their names to the editors of **Peerages”’ and 
‘*Baronetages,’”? and using the title on all 
occasions, they acquire a kind of brevet rank, 
which, in the person of a son or grandson, be- 
comes undistinguishable from the real thing. 
Here, for example, taking a dive at random 
into Mr. Foster’s bag of chaotic tities, is a 
Dean whose baronetcy is,in the genealogist’s 
opinion, about as historical as one of those 
myths on which he is so distinguished a com- 
mentator. Here, again, is the principal ofa 
Scotch university, about whose right 
to the dignity *which Sir Vavasour 
Firebrace magnified so proudly Mr. Foster is 
evidently uneasy; or the army surgeon who 
has helped himself to a Nova Scotian baron- 
etcy by the simple process of insorting an ad- 
vertisement to that effect in the Times; or 
the Scotch parson who edges himself among 
the “Sirs”? without service or proof of pedi- 
gree; or, finally, a Baronet who lives in Keu- 
tish Lown, whose only claim to the title is 
that the Edinburgh baillie from whom he 
springs was dubbed a Knight. 

On the whole a sham thatis very nearly as 
good as areal one. Inthe case of the genu- 
ine peer or baronet the principal reality oftea 
is a scanty rent-roll, endiess incumbrances, a 
rank to keep up, a great house to maintain, 
and the impossibility of turning into coin one 
rood of the land which his sham ‘“‘doppel- 
ganger’’? considers such a lordly heritage. 
For women it is rather better to be the 
ciaimant to a greater title than the horror 
of a small one. Their imagination revels 
around amarquisate, and runs riot in the 
dream of adukedom. The dispossessed heir, 
wandering the world over, obtains their sym- 
pathy tosuch a degree that there is never any 
lack of ladies willing to take their chaaces of 
remaining all theirdays a sham countess, or 
baroness, or even a Nova Scotian dame.
